Treasury officials view with some sur- 
rise the estimates sent up by Secretary 
Noble for pensions.‘ They are in 
opinions, too small, but as it is their dut 
to put them in the “book of estimates,’ 
in they go. Secretary Noble’s figures in 
round numbers, are $165,000,000 for’ pen- 
sions for the fiscal year year ending June 
30, 1884, and $10,500, as a deficiency 
for the fiscal year, 1803, Which, with the 
appropriation of $147,000,000, briugs up 
the pension money for the fiscal year. of 
1893, $157,500,000. 

The treasury department is now. paying 
out pension money at the rate of $13,500,000 
a month. ; n 
$162,000,000 a year; but this rate is in- 
creasing each month and unless the pen- 


sion office stops work altogether and does 


not allow apy new cases or increases, the 
rate it is éstimated must increase to at 
least $14,000,000 before this present fiscal 
ear is ended. When the fiscal year 1893-94 
is reached, for which Secretary Noble says 
$166,000,000 will be sufficient, the pension 
rate, it is believed by the best posted of- 
ficials in the treasury department, will be 
$15,000,000 a month, or . $180,000,000 a 
year, which will have a deficiency of $14,-

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Today the Macon Boy Murderer Wil Pay 
the Death Penalty. 


WILL IT HURT MUCH TO BE HUNG? 


That Seems to Be the Boy’s Only Thought. 
A Death Supposed io Be from Mor- 
phine—BSale of the M. & A. 


Macon, Ga., November 28.—(Special.)— | 


Willie Bell, the boy murderer, has but a 


few hours to live. 

The tick-tack of the hammer putting the 
finishing touches on the gallows in the jail 
yard and the hum of voices from the hun- 
dreds of people who continually stream 
in to see the grim erection can be heard 
plainly in his cell. 

Willie Bell is to all appearance the least 
interested of any concerning the morrow. 
He does not seem to realize that his min- 
utes are numbered nor does he express or 
show any fear. The same question put to 
every one proves that the only sensation 
he has concerning his appraching doom is 
whether he will suffer much pain, like a 
small boy who has been put on notice that 
a whipping is in store for him—nothing 
more. 

“Will it hurt much to be hung?’ 

No thought of the past of the world he 
is so soon to leave, of the future and the 
undiscovered country; no thought of the 
home of mother, father or of friends; only 
the fear of some physical suffering. The 
boy has been told that there is a heaven 
and a God. He has heard that if he re- 
pents and is sorry for his sin he will find 
a place in heaven and will make peace with 
his God. Therefore he has repeated that 
he fired the shot that sent the bullet through 
the brain of poor Ben Wilder. He is sorry 
that he did it chiefly because he is going to 
be punished for doing it—nothing more. 
The boy is in reality as utterly ignorant of 
the real sin committed in the past and of the 

reat problem of the future as the bullock 
acing the death mallet in the slaughter 

en. 
Bell sleeps well, eats well and shows lit- 
tle or no more feeling concerning his fate 
today than he did on the first day he was 
placed in jail. 

Some one has tald him that he will be an 
examble and that he will be expected to 
say upon the gallows that he wants others 
to take warning by his fate. So he says that 
he will do so. Few, however, will hear his 
last address. No one but those who realize 
his — and its moral far more fully 

n he. 

Only about a half dozen persons will be 
there when the last act on the world’s stage 
in which this boy takes part is played. 

Immediately below the jail walls—in the 
jail yard—a pen has been built about four- 
teen feet square and twenty feet high. In- 
side this pen the gallows has been built 
and only the sheriff and his assistants, a 
minister of the gospel and the relatives of 
the condemned will be admitted with tiie 
wi.ls of the pen or permitted to see the 
2 fall, the small body shoot downward— 
a fall of nine feet—the rebound at the limit 
of the rope, the convulsive movement of the 
limbs and then turn away satisfied that the 
edict of the law has been carried out—a 
life for a life. 

On Saturday last Patience Bell, the con- 
demned boys mother, went into Wood &

FREE DELIVERY FOR WEST END. 


Superintendent Blodgett Has Received In- 
structions to Proceed. 

West End, Atlanta’s enterprising suburb, 
is to have free delivery. 

It is to begin on the Ist of December. 
The start will be a modest one, but it will 
be enough to demonstrate to the people of 
West that the tofice department 
means business and that the m of the 
people of West End will be delivered twice 
a da Nat the doors of the houses of the sub- 
urb, of which there are a great many 
a pre many more in prospect. 

Mr. Ed T. Blodgett, superintendent of the 
city delivery of the Atlanta ce, Da 
been working on the matter for some time. 
He received the assistance of ng peor ow i 
Livingston, and nothing has been left undone 
to get the consent of the department tp rec- 
ognize the importance of the demand for 
free delivery in West End. 2 
Mr. Blodgett recommended an a 
ation sufficient to 
in West End. The department replied by 
increasing the appropriation of the Atlanta 
postoffice enough to allow one additional 
carrier for West End, allowing him street 
car fare to and from the city twice a " 
In time the other carrier will come, but in 
the meanwhile the one who will begin. the 
work on the Ist of December will do his 
best to accommodate the people. 

Mr. Blodgett announces that free delivery 
in West End will be for the present within 
the following boundaries: Green's ferry 
road to Abbott street, to Peoples street, to 
Porter street, to Lawton street, to Baugh 
street, to Lee street, to the railroad, to Gor- 
don street, to the city limits of Atlanta. 

This covers quite a wide territory, and 
will supply mail to nearly all of West End, 
though it will push the carrier heavily to 
make two deliveries a day in this area. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, Mr. 
Blodgett said: “I will send to West End 
today to make a house census, and also to 
find out what people want their mail deliv- 
ered by the carrier. Some may prefer to 
continue receiving their mail at the post- 
office, and of course all who wish to get 
their mail in that way can be accommodat- 
ed, for the branch office in West End will 
be continued just as it is now. But the 
West End carrier will start straight from 
the Atlanta postoffice and make his deliv- 
eries just as the Atlanta carriers do. On 
Sundays there will be no deliveries made 
by the carrier, but he will send the mail 
to the West End postoffice between 9 and 
10 „ clock Sunday morning. Street letter 
boxes will be put up at once in the terri- 
tory in which the deliveries will be made 
and collections will be made from them 
twice a day by the carrier. I trust that 
the carrier in making his rounds today 
Yo take orders in reference to delivery will 
be given all information asked, as it will 
greatly facilitate our work. It is our de- 
sire to avoid all possible errors, and I will 
be pleased to receive any suggestions from 
the people of West End, and particularly 
to have my attention called to any irregular- 
ity that may exist after the service begins.” 

Mr. Blodgett deserves a great deal of cred- 
it for the interest he has displayed in this 
matter. To him more than any one else 
is West End indebted for free delivery. He 
has worked indefatigably for it since the 
matter was first brought to his attention.

Our esteemed contemporary, The Lump- 
kin Independent, is appatently under the

This is altogether a mistake. We only 
incidentally mentioned the fact that in a 
large county, like Fulton, paying about 
one-eighth of the taxes of the state, we 
have only about one-fifty-eighth represen- 
tation, while our population is about thir- 
ty times larger than that of a small coun- 
ty like Lee, with one representative for 
3,000. . | 

‘The Independent thinks that if the basis 


of representation is governed by taxation, 


the fundamental principles of our govert- 
ment would have to be changed. Very 
true, but is not the present status a de- 
parture from our fundamental principles? 
We have stuck to our geographieal repre- 
sentation by senatorial districts, but in 
the house where we started out with 
representation based on population, see 
how the small counties have proportion- 
ately increased their representation over 
the large counties! i 

All that we contend for is that we 
should carry out our original principle of 
representation. Let a small county with 
3,000 population have one representative, 
as at present, but H additional representa- 
tives are allowed for a larger population 
a county with 90,000 people should cer- 
tainly have moro than three times the 
number of representatives allowed the 
county of Lee. And it should have more 
representatives than a county with 40,000 
population, adthough this is not the case 
as the matter now stands. 

This is our position. Let the representa- 
tion of the senatorial districts remain un- 
changed, but let us make representation in 
the house be fairly governed by a just 
basis of population. 


Picturesque Georgians. 
Several of the Chicago dailies contained 
numerous rough outline sketches of the 
distinguished Georgians who visited the 
Windy City last week. 


The artists evidently took their cue. 


from “Mr. Potter, of Texas,” and “A 
Kentucky Colonel,” and the result was a 
collection of caricatures. And yet 
through the tangled maze of slouch hats 
and long hair the close observer cannot 
fail to see that these Georgians—the gov- 
ernor, members of the legislature and all 
of them—are a manly looking set of fel- 
lows with a certain picturesque air that 
is wanting in the prim and machine-like 
denizens of the large northern cities. 

It will doubtless be a long time before 
northern artists outgrow their habit of 
picturihg our people as a set of frontier 
ruffians, but the growing intertourse be- 
tween tlie sections Will finally set things 
right. The next generation will recognize 
the fact that the typical American is just 
as easy to find in Georgia as in New 
York. Our sectional differences are dis- 


appearing, and our people are growing’ 


more homogeneous. In a few years the 
artist who is in search of odd characters 
will have a hard time finding them, and 
he will be just as likely to find them in 
Maine as in Texas. 


As to Tariff Legislation. 

For a few brief hours after the election, 
Editor Cockerill, who is the latest and 
rawest recruit to the wrecked and dis- 
mantled republican party, was loudly in 
favor of an extra session.

It has reflect- 
ed over the McKinley bill, framed to 
repay out of tlie pockets of the people 
the sums which ‘thé miflionaire manufac- 
turers were induced to contribute to the 
republican’ corruption fund. It has 
reflected över the danger of the 
force bill; it has reflected over 
the pemon fruuds; it has re:

A Valuable Suggestion. 

We call attention to the letter of Mr. 
C. I. Branan, chairman of the railroad 
committee of the Southern Travelers’ 
Association, to the superintendent of the 
Georgia Pacific railroad, concerning the 
importance of a morning schedule out of 
Atlanta over that road. 

The Constitution has long hammered at 
this suggestion but without avail. We 
hope that Mr. Branan, and the Southern 
Travelers’ Association will be more suc- 
cessful, Somehow or other the manage- 
ment of the Georgia Pacific road has pre- 
ferred to conduct this magnificent proper- 
ty on a 10-cent schedule rather than keep 
up with the progressive step set by its 
connecting lines in Atlanta. 

Wonderful to relate, there is but one 
local passenger train a day leaving At- 
lauta over this road. This leaves at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. In other words, 
if a passenger desires to leave Atlanta 
for Douglasville, for instance, it would be 
impossible to do so from 12 o' clock at 
night until 5 o’clock the next afternoon— 
a. lapse of seventeen hours. 7 

We hope that Superintendent Ryder 
vill give the suggestion of the Soutbern 
Travelers’ Association favorable consider- 
ation. The commercial men are entitled 
to it, the traveling public is entitled to 
it, and Atlanta is entitled to it; and it 
is but a penny-wise and pound-foolish 
policy that can prevent prompt and favor- 
able action on it. 

By all means let the Georgia Pacific 
railroad keep up with the procession. It 
is the slow coach of all the roads run- 
ning into Atlanta, and it cannot afford to 
continue at the tail-end of the procession. 


Why Not Report’? 

A short while after the legislature con- 
vened a special committee was appointed 
40 take into consideration certain charges 
that had been presented against Judge 
Gober, of the Blue Ridge circuit. 

This committee has been at work for 
about three weeks and the end is not yet 
in sight. | 

The committee should have completed 
its work long before this, and in all kind- 
ness and as a matter of justice to the 
members of the committee, we suggest 
that it would be well for it to finish its 
work and make its report. The delay 
is doing nobody any good, and least of 
all the members of the committee, who 
ure honorable, upright genthemen, and 
who do not deserve the harsh things that 
are being said of them in some quarters. 

The Macon Telegraph says of the work 
of the committee that “It is without a 
parallel in the records of the state for 
chicanery and political knayery.” This 
is a very harsh criticism of such men as 
Messrs. Bacon, Hill, Wooten, Hatcher and 
others who compose the committee. A 
more representative, or more thoroughly 
honest committee could not have been 
chosen, and we think it is time, to call a 
halt to the assaults which have been 
made on its members, and which is attrib- 
utable, more than to anything else, to the 
slow progress of the investigation. 

Judge Gober is entitled to a verdict, 
and we have no doubt that it will vindi- 
cate him of every charge that has been 
made against him. If this is true, his 
friends ought to know it, and his charac- 
ter should be protected from the sandbag- 
ging attacks to which it is being sub- 
jected. If the committee’s report is other- 
wise, the people should have the benefit 
of its judgment without delay.

About Representation. 
From The Lumpkin, Ga., Independent. 

Some time ago The Atlanta Constitution 
published an article in reference to the basis 
of representation of the counties of Georgia 
in the general assembly, and attempted to 
show that this basis was not just. It men- 
tioned the fact that the county of Fulton, 
which has a very large population, and which 
pays into the treasury about one-tenth of the 
taxes of the entire state, has the same number 
of representatives as Burke, a county of much 
smaller population, and whose taxes are quite 
small, when compared with those of Fulton. 

The Constitution seemed to think that re- 
presentation should be somewhat proportion- 
ate to taxation, and some other papers 
agree with it. 

SfSuld the basis of representation be gov- 
erned by taxation, the fundamental principles 
of our government would have to be changed. 
In this land of the free, the vote of the man 
who pays only poll tax counts just as. much 
as that of the man who pays taxes on property 
valued at $150,000,000, and what is just to 
individuals should be fair to counties. Look- 
ing at the matter one way, this seems hardly 
fair; but from another standpoint it appears 
as nearly just as can be arranged. It is no 


more unjust that the vote of the poor man 1s 


worth as much as the millionaire’s, than that 
the ballot of the ignorant cornefild negro can 
cancel that of the philosopher and statesman. 
In fact, the latter condition seems more un- 
fair than the former one. 

If the basis of representation needs changing, 
would it not be advisable to reduce the num- 
ber of our law-makers? At present, we have 
175 representatives and forty-four senators. 
In sach a large body, in which there are some 
men who are not well posted on the issues of 
the day, legislation must be slow and uncer- 
tain. Would it not be better in every way 
to have about fifty or seventy-five representa- 
tives and twenty or twenty-five senators? 

Should this be done, the saving in expenses 
to the tax payers would be a large item. 
Not only would the per diem be decreased. 
but the session would not have to be so long,

NO BOND GIVEN YET. 


A Temporary Injunction Granted in the 
Westmorland-Kountree Case. 


Judge Newman has granted a temporary 
injunction in the case of Westmoreland 
against Roundtree, relative to the sale of 
the Westmoreland property at marshal’s 
sale sometime ago. 

The case has been in hearing before Judge 
Newman, until a couple of weeks ago, for 
three weeks and he held his decision in 
abayance until last Saturday evening when 
it took the form of an order granting a 
temporary injunction. 

This decision by Judge Newman throws 
the case before the March term of the 
United States court, and the outcome will 
be awaited with interest. 

When the Willis Westmoreland roperty 
was sold by order of the United States 
marshal, it was bid in by Mr. Hugh T. 
Inman for Mr. Daniel Roundtree, formerly 
the attorney for Mr. Willis Westmoreland, 
who held a claim against the estate for 
attorney's fees. 

Immediately after the sale, Mr. Willis 
Westmoreland entered a bill of injunction 
to prevent the delivery of the property. 
The hearing for a temporary injunction was 
held by. Jude Newman with the above 
stated results. 

The order sets forth that in view of the 
announcement that the sale would be for 
cash and that the money must be paid in 
by 2 o’clock, of the evening of the sale, and 
other facts and all the circumstances sur- 
rounding it, the court could not rule other- 
wise, providing that the rights of all the 
lien creditors could fully be protected until 
there could be a disposition of the property. 
One of the conditions of the temporary 
injunction 1s that the complainant, West- 
moreland, shall enter into a proper bond 
with good security and so conditioned that 
no loss can accrue to any one inte.ested as 
lien holders in this property as to the pres- 
ent principal and interest of their claims, 
and interest as hereafter accrue before pay- 


ment.

No 
help was employed at the home. The girls 
do all the work. Recently they have even 
chopped wood to curtail the expenses of 
the institution. Mrs. Wolfe was very en- 
thusiastic concerning her work. She re- 
ferred to a similar work which she had con- 
ducted in New Orleans before coming here. 
The ladies present were much impressed 
by Mrs. Wolfe’s talk. 

Mrs. Barrett explained to the ladies that 
it was proposed to organize an association 
of ladies to support the home. The home 
will be dependent upon the contributions 
and work of charitably inclined people and 
she felt sure that the good people of At- 
lanta would see the necessity for an institu- 
tion of the character which it was proposed 
to organize, and come to its aid.
